Keep  Christ  in  Christmas?  When 
did  He  ever  leave? 
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Most  of  the  popular  fruit  trees  can  be  espallered  in  a  number  of  different  forms. 
A.  A  pomegranate  tree  pruned  to  a  four-armed  horizontal  form,  or  cordon.  B.  An 
apple  trained  to  a  six-armed  palmette  verrler.  Pears  as  well  as  apple  are  often 
pruned  to  this  form.  C.  The  Belgian  fence,  one  of  the  most  decorative  espalier 
patterns.  This  form  requires  at  least  five  trees  but  can  be  done  with  many  more. 
It  Is  usually  used  with  apples  and  pears.  D.  Fig  trees  trained  In  a  large, 
dramatic  horizontal  espalier.  E.  A  fan-shaped  espalier,  particularly  suitable  for 
peaches  and  nectarines.  F.  Most  of  the  popular  fruit  trees  can  be  trained  in 
informal  shapes,  such  as  this  persimmon.
